applicable there should at least be 
a candid effort made to carry it out. 
The result without 
difficulty could 
be accomplished. 
It is true that in

essary hut this could possibly be no 
grounds for holding the act void.

Railroads 
attacked the Adamson 
measure 
as “not 
a regulation 
of 
commerce” not the result of legis­ 
lative judgment bat an experiment 
whose success would he determined 
by future investigation, and as de­ 
priving the railroad of its liberty to 
make contracts 
and 
its 
property 
wtihout due process of law. 
They 
held it to be a wage measure, which 
Congress 
“had no 
right to enact” 
under the Constitution. 
. The government contended the law 
was not a wage law but an hour-of- 
service act; and that, even if it was 
a wage measure Congress 
had the 
right to pass it under the commerce 
clause of the Constitution. 
The case had its inception 
when 
Congress passed 
a law 
late 
last 
August, when railroad brotherhoods 
threatened to tie up 
the nation’s 
railroads, declaring eight hours to 
be a standard day’s work and pro­ 
viding that pro rata overtime should 
be paid for work done after the first 
eight hours. This section formed the 
real basis of attack 
for the rail­ 
roads.

On March 29, 1916, the four rail­ 
roads 
brotherhoods—the 
Brother- 
iood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the 
Order of Railway Conductors, 
the 
brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and the 
Brotherhood 
of Railroad 
Trainmen—demanded 
of the 
rail­ 
roads of the country an eight hour 
day with 
time-and-a-half 
over­ 
time to he computed on the minute 
basis and regular time to begin when 
a railroad man was required to re 
port for duty. 
This was to replace 
the old mileage basis, by which the 
men were paid for a trip—100 miles 
constituting a day’s run, usually of 
ten hours. 
Railroads refused this and other 
concessions, and in return asked ar­ 
bitration by the federal 
board 
of 
mediation 
or the Interstate 
Com­ 
merce Commission. 
This the Broth 
erhoods refused flatly. 
The Broth­ 
erhoods held out for the eight-hour 
day and the time-and-a-half over­ 
time; the railroads contended grant­ 
ing these would have meant mater­ 
ial increases in pay and 
should be 
arbitrated.

For the fourth 
successive 
year 
Fireman’s Herald has taiken a cen­ 
sus of the fire apparatus and hose in 
service and reserve in American and 
Canadian fire departments, also of 
the possible purchases during 1917. 
This year’s enumeration includes the 
cities of 5,000 population and over. 
Of these cities the fire chiefs of 890 
have responded to requests for in­ 
formation. 
In last year’s enumera- 
toin the statistics for 670 cities were 
presented, so that this year an in­ 
crease of practically one-third in 
the number of cities has been ob­ 
tained. 


fire engines continue to be far ahead 
of all others numbering 1,575, which 
total includes a considerable number 
that will in all likelihood never again 
work at a fire. 
Combination wagons 
number 1,246; 
aerial 
trucks,

Fireman's Herald has tbiken' a cen- 
sus of the fire apparatus, and hose in 
service and reserve in American and 
Canadian fire departments, also of 
the possible purchases: j&nring 1917. 
This year's enumeration':includes the 
cities of 5,000 population and over. 
Of these cities the fire^iefs of 890 
have responded to requests for in- 
formation. In last year's enumera- 
toin the statistics for 670; cities were 
presented, so that this^enr an in- 
crease of practically ^one-third in 
the number of cities has been ob- 
tained.
